Improvement At Airport 
To Include 3,600 Foot Runway 


Ann 800-foot runway extension is being added to 
the city airport under supervision of Robert 
Strehl and Harry Watson, City airport com- 
missioners for the city council. 

The east-west runway will measure 3, 600 feet 
overall when present improvement is finished. 

The men are working with monies provided by 
the city about two years ago.
